Considering the three essential requirements of a good building stone, namely: Beauty 
Durability and Economy, we would call your attention to the following— 


BEAUTY: The range of natural colors of the Seam Face Ashlar from 
soft grays and greens through buffs, tans, yellows and browns to 
dark dusty purple, gives a warmth and life produced by nature 
through age and weather which cannot be artificially obtained. 
The range in texture from a smooth to a rough and rippled sur¬ 
face, as may be noted in the photographs of sample walls above, 
is also an interesting and unusual result of nature. 

The Split Face Ashlar either alone or used in connection with the 
Seam Face also gives a natural warmth and life not to be 
obtained in material of uniform color or texture. 


DURABILITY: This material is granite, admittedly the most lasting of 
all materials. The following is a brief summary of a report by 
Professor W. O. Crosby and Dr. G. F. McLoughlin of the Geo¬ 
logical Department of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 
The absorbtion ratio is remarkably low for the Seam Face and 
the fresh or white granite is virtually non-absorbtive, making 
freezing tests wholly unnecessary. This granite is to a good 
degree proof against scaling or cracking on exposure to fire 
and is free from kaolin spots, such as would cause pitting on 
exposure to weather. The parallel jointing does not tend in any 
slightest degree to make it shaly or impair its strength. 


ECONOMY: With our quarries and equipment we can produce and ship our ashlar cut ready-to- 
set at prices which will enable the cost of the material set in the wall to compete favorably 
with local materials and softer stones. We would be pleased to quote on any project either 
preliminary or from completed plans and will offer suggestions as to the economical treatment 
of the material.
